WASHINGTON — Last fall 
in 
speeches throughout the state of 
Maine, I warned that Indo-China 
threatened to be the Korea of to­ 
morrow. Since that time conditions 
there have alternated between im­ 
provement and deterioration, re­ 
strained optimism and unrestrained 
pessimism. At this writing the 
status is one of considerable gloom 
because the Reds are making mili­ 
tary advances that are alarming. 
They have done this before. They 
drove across Laos just after Christ­ 
mas. Then they suddenly retreated 
and we breathed easier. Perhaps 
the reports of the recent losses of 
the free forces there are exaggera­ 
ted. Indo-China is a part of the 
world where means of communica 
tion are not as* developed as in 
some parts of the world and as a 
result it is not as easy to get 
strictly factual and accurate news 
as rapidly as we do from other 
parts of the world. 
But I think that there is some 
justification for the impression that 
the anti-Communist defenders are 
not at this point showing success 
in resisting the onslaught. There 
is no indication that the French- 
Viet Namese are waging a positive 
defense but rather a holding de­ 
fense. The overall impression is 
that by failure to take the initia­ 
tive the French-Viet Namese are 
losing ground. 
Here in this country we don't 
want to hear of another country 
grabbed off by the Communists. 
And Indo-China is not just another 
country. If it falls, then its neigh­ 
bors are in danger of falling to the 
Reds. And if this happens, then 
surely all of Asia will be grabbed 
off by Russia. 
In a way Indo-China represents 
the very core of the most difficult 
problem of foreign relations and 
the formulation of foreign policy 
for our country today. At one time 
we were just a colony of England. 
We wanted our independence, so' 
we had a war with England. We

won that war and our indepen­ 
dence. 
Indo-China is a colony of France. 
The associated states of Viet Nam, 
Cambodia and Laos in Indo-China 
want their independence. France 
has offered independence - but the 
people of Indo-China are skeptical, 
suspicious and dissatisfied with the 
terms of France’s offer. 
• The Reds in Indo-China have 
seized upon this discontent and in 
the false guise of a war for inde­ 
pendence are attempting to lead 
the people not to real independence 
but rather to 
deliver 
them 
as 
slaves into the hands of the would- 
be Communist masters. 
In our desire to help the anti­ 
communist forces in Indo-China 
and in giving them air technicians 
to aid their defense, we find our­ 
selves, a former colony, in the 
position of being caught right be­ 
tween the communism of the Reds 
we hate and the colonialism of our 
allies — colonialism of which we 
have expressed disapproval. From 
all that I can gather, the vast 
majority of the people of Indo­ 
china hate and rebel against col­ 
onialism and reject and fear com­ 
munism. 
The plain blunt fact is that while 
we can help the anti-Communist 
forces in Indo-China, we cannot 
solve their problem. The solution 
can 
come only 
from France. 
France must more vigorously re­ 
sist the attacking Reds in Indo­ 
china and she must make an offer 
of independence that will convince 
the people of Indo-China of her 
sincerity. Failure to do so will lose 
Indo-China to the Reds.

It probably seems like a long 
trip from the St. Lawrence water­ 
way to this column, but there is 
something happening today that 
may affect the play time of every­ 
one in this area. That something is 
the calm acceptance of such pro­ 
jects as the St. Lawrence river. 
It wasn’t long ago when projects

of this order were attacked with 
the full vigor of certain pocket- 
books. Public relations men were 
hired to prepare statistics which 
would convince the people that 
these things were a waste of public 
funds. Other projects were backed 
in subtle efforts to defeat the un­ 
wanted ones. 
Today the public is unperturbed 
by the announcement that Wash­ 
ington finally seems certain to ap­ 
prove the St. Lawrence improve­ 
ment. This project will mean deep 
water transportation all the way 
from the ocean to the west. It will 
mean that the New York canal 
system, already an antique, really 
will be something for the past. 
It also probably will provide 
much electric power for this area, 
or neighboring areas. And this will 
hurt no one, including the public 
utilities. The more public power is 
sold, 
the more 
appliances 
are 
bought. The private utilities benefit 
by this constantly increasing de­ 
mand for power. 
But the St. 
Lawrence project 


means more to this area than these 
tangible assets which may rub off 
a bit on us because of our prox­ 
imity to the immediate area which 
they will affect. It is the calm 
acceptance of the project that has 
the real meaning. 
For the same reason that the 
St. Lawrence project is an accept­ 
ed fact today, we believe the Kin- 
zua dam would find little opposi­ 
tion if it were to be placed on the 
priority list for construction tomor­ 
row. Tile day of violent opposition 
apparently has passed. In fact, 
even the day of quiet opposition 
by way of such things as river 
transportation seem to have faded 
away. 
Councilman Paul 
Yagge 
once 
proposed that Warren study its 
flood problem and become acquain­ 
ted with the facts of the Kinzua 
dam. 
Councilmen 
misunderstood 
him and some thought he was ask­ 
ing that they go on record as 
favoring the dam. If he had at that 
moment agreed that such was his 
thought a resolution putting the 
council 
on 
record 
accordingly 
would have enjoyed sufficient sup­ 
port to be successful. 
How’ever, there were some coun­ 
cilmen present who stated that they 
thought council was on record as 
opposing the dam and believed it 
inconsistent to change their stand 


unless tne prior resolution was res­ 
cinded. Amusingly, a check back 
on the minutes proved that the 
prior resolution was not one which 
stated council was opposed to the 
dam. It was a resolution supporting 
river transportation. 
We say this was amusing be­ 
cause the councilmen who had vot­ 
ed for the resolution were not vot­ 
ing for transportation so much as 
they were voting against the dam. 
They had been convinced by good 
publicity that you could not have 
both. A subtle blow at the dam 
would be a support of navigation. 
Later this proved to be a fallacy. 
You can have both. Good engineers 
said so. You also have only one 
real answer to flood control in this 


area. Unless you want to dyke the 
entire river, a few major dams 
are needed. At least this is what 
Warren has been told by engineers, 
one of whom was a private life 
bread earner, not seeking to place 
his name on a dam, and paid by 
the borough to give us the answer. 
And so it has evolved that today 
.the dam would be accepted as read­ 
ily as the St. Lawrence project. 
And its effect on the area has 
potentials which prod the imagina­ 
tion and open up many avenues of 
pleasure that would vitally shape 
our leisure hours. The dam, or a 
substitute, will have much to do 
with the play time in Warren 
county’s future.

Onward March The 2200 
Either President Eisenhower 
a very naive man or the American 
public is being taken for a smooth 
ride to the polls. There are some 
who say that he can not be a 
naive politician because he became 
a top ranking general in the army. 
They believe no man can move 
upward in uniform without knowing 
the game of politics. 
If this is true and President Ei­ 
senhower is a master politician, 
there is a double-bladed weapon 
being swung by 
the 
Republican 
party with all hands on the handle. 
While the McCarthyites violate ac­ 
cented 
basic 
principles 
of 
our 
democracy as outlined in the con­ 
stitution,. President Eisenhower and 
some of his close leaders denounce 
such tactics. And so everyone who 
looks to the Republican party as 
our salvation finds an answer to 
his hopes. Here is both black and 
white within one party. 
However, there are times when 
we are forced to wonder if this is 
true. It seems that the President 
does some refuting of McCarthyism 
but very little whip-cracking. He 
could break clear of this group 
which some believe represents fas­ 
cism financed by nouveau riche 
with a hunger for political power. 
The large 
proportion of 
clear 
thinking Republicans, the indepen­ 
dent voters who swung the major­ 
ity his way, and many sound Demo­ 
crats would back him. 
Even many of the ultra conser­ 
vative journalists in Wasnington 
are asking embarrassing questions 
about the 2200 “security risks” who 
have been discharged from govern­ 
ment service. It is admitted that 
most of these were not discharged 
because of unpatriotic activities but 
because of a variety of bad habits, 
such as alcoholism and other un­ 
desirable characteristics. 
It also is quite possible, and an­ 
ticipated, that many of these were 
ousted to make room for patronage 
appointments. 
Knowing 
politics 
few would open their eyes at this 
performance, but being Americans 
we do believe that all discharged 
public employes should at least 
come under two categories, secur­ 
ity risks or just plain canned. 
There is quite a difference. Es­ 
pecially when you go looking for 
a job. It is time that the accused 
in this nation once again were 
allowed to face their accusers. And 
the least we can do for discharged 
employes is to allow them the right 
to demand reason and publicity of 
that reason if they so desire. 
This is the kind of government 
practice that you find under com­ 
munist, imperialist, or fascist lead­ 
ers. It is not democratic! It is not 
republican! It is not American! 
The President could clear much 
of the bad air in Washington by 
breaking free of those who think 
name-calling is sufficient proof of 
guilt and that evidence and a fair 
trial are dreams of old fashioned 
men who 
couldn’t foresee these 
modern times. He 
could 
break 
clear by simply practicing dem­ 
ocracy with those 2200 discharged 
employes. Let’s break down those 
figures and learn the real facts! 
We as citizens are entitled to 
know if the 2200 were communists. 
And if not, we are entitled to know 
how many of them were. The tar­ 
nish today is on the Democrat 
party. But by election time it may 
be on the Republicans if it is learn­ 
ed that an effort was made to 
brand all these people as fellow 
travelers when most of them really 
were 
little 
more 
than 
political 
casualties. 
The truth is good to have. It 
makes good government and it 
supports good leaders. Give it to 
them straight and they may com­ 
pensate you by voting the ticket 
likewise.

Do We Need A New Law? 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith is 
one of the champions of a bill that 
would outlaw the communist party. 
There are those who oppose this, 
not because they like the party but 
because there is danger in legisla­ 
tion that is directed at a political 
group. 
What puzzles us is how the com­ 
munists can organize for the pur­ 
pose of overthrowing the govern­ 


ment and not be liable to arrest. 
If this is their announced purpose, 
and if they are planning this at 
the direction of a foreign power, 
and if we can prove these facts, 
as we have been told by so many 
I Wuz One guys, why can we not 
arrest those affiliated and charge 
them with treason. 
The constitution says that reason 
includes adhering to our enemies 
or giving them aid and comfort. 
To be convicted there must be 
testimony of two witnesses. Are 
we so inefficient that a large group 
can organize within our land for 
the purpose of conspiring with a 
foreign power which we consider 
our enemy without our being able 
to provide the testimony of two 
witnesses? 


The constitution was written in 
fear of oppression. It was written 
to protect our citizens 
from 
the 
mis-uses of power that can make 
it possible to disperse groups that 
are not subversive, and to guard 
against persecution. But at the 
same time in its protective phras­ 
ing it also describes treason. 
Some times we believe we need 
truly open minds and well founded 
enforcement of existing laws rather 
than the creation of new ones to 
fit a timely situation. Those laws 
which apply mostly to no more 
than a current problem are very 
apt to fall far short of the intent 
and purposes of a far reaching 
document like the constitution of 
this nation

Instructor Charles R. Ben 
nett, member of the high school 
faculty, states that the second class 
of nine students are now receiving 
actual driving experience regard­ 
less of storms and zero weather. 
A waiting list of nearly 40 appli­ 
cants indicates the interest prevail­ 
ing among those residing in the 
area. 
The course consists of one hour 
classroom instruction from a text­ 
book and one hour on the road 
with the supervision of the teacher 
each week for eight weeks. The 
desk work is always scheduled on 
Saturday for the convenience of 
the majority of pupils and .the ac­ 
tual driving is worked into the 
available after-school hours accord­ 
ing to the individual requests. At* 
the successful conclusion of the 
course, the driver must pass the 
regular drivers’ test as conducted 
by the state police before the 
license is issued. 
Besides teaching adults to drive, 
Mr. Bennett’s daity schedule in­ 
cludes two sessions of sophomore 
biology, high school driving classes 
and coaching junior high school 
basketball. He is serving his first 
year in the local school having 
received his education at Edinboro 
State Teachers College. He resides 
with his wife, Dorothy, and two- 
year c|p daughter, Ann, on North 
Main sw in Youngsville. 
When referred to as the bravest 
man in town, Mr. Bennett admits 
that his natural bravery is aug­ 
mented by brake and clutch in­ 
stallations where he can manipulate 
them from the right side of the 
front seat. Other than this one 
protective addition, however, the 
training car is a regular Ford with 
a standard gearshift. Mariner Bros., 
garage has aereed to furnish a 
new model annually. 
The course is not guaranteed asi 
a developer of proficient driving 
but more competent back-seat driv­ 
ing is almost a certainty. It seems 
altogether possible that those grad­ 
uating from the sixteen hour train­ 
ing will provide the conversation 
stopper after every close call on 
the highways with “what if you 
have driven for twenty years - I 
have a diploma” ! 
Those in charge of the instruc 
tion advise that there is still time 
to sign up on the waiting list if 
you are interested in this type of 
practical education. 
This course is provided under a 
stipulation of the state educational: 
department that makes it manda 
tory for a local board to provide a 
teacher and facilities for any type 
of training requested by at least 
fifteen citizens.

A DELIGHTFUL COMEDY 
Television has never been very 
good at comedy — that is, dramatic 
comedy as opposed to, say, “I Love 
Lucy.” I have watched number­ 
less Robert Montgomery shows 
where the intent to amuse was 
clearly evident. Some of them held 
my interest as dramas; they just 
didn’t make me laugh, though God 
knows they tried. 
Then Judy Holliday came along 
in a featherweight operation called 
“The Huntress” on Goodyear Play­ 
house last Sunday and showed the 
boys how it should be done. “The 
Huntress” reminded me strongly of 
the best school of comedy of the 
movies in the ’30s, the sort of 
foolery Clark Gable and Claudette 
Colbert engaged in “It Happen­ 
ed One Night.”

The plot of “The Huntress” will 
hardly bear intelligent examina­ 
tion. A blonde secretary (Miss Hol­ 
liday) quits her job, draws out her 
life savings ($5,000) and embarks 
on a campaign to marry a million­ 
aire — a dramatic situation that 
seems to pre-occupy a good many 
of our writers these days. First 
stop on this quest is a course at a 
charm school and for the rest of 
the hour Miss Holliday’s personal­ 
ity warred between pure charm 
school and her own naive or “drop 
dead” instincts. 
From the charm school she jour­ 
neys to Las Vegas, the only spot, 
she is assured, where $94 will bring 
her in the proximity of million­ 
aires. On the bus she meets a 
millionaire’s son - well, I told you 
the plot defied the normal laws of 
chance - who is 
running away 
from an heiress. Presently, along 
comes the boy’s poppa, a malevo­ 
lent millionaire if ever I saw one, 
who gives Miss Holliday a million 
dollars, disinherits his son and then 
slyly implants in her the suspicion 
that his son only wants to marry 
her for her money. 
It’s a preposterous story, all 
right, but a perfectly wonderful 
vehicle for Judy Holliday. This 
girl’s voice has about a dozen dif­ 
ferent ranges, each an exact re­ 
flection of her moods which fluc­ 
tuate wildly. Every word comes 
out as if she had thought it up 
that minute and the thinking pro­ 
cess hurt. Her face is a mirror, 
her timing a miracle.

Playing opposite her as the boy 
was Tony Randall who was just 
exactly right for the part and there 


were also some good performances 
by Raymond Bromley as the father 
and by Burt Thorn as an exasper­ 
ated hotel clerk. Low bows are also 
due to David Shaw who wrote it 
and Vincent Donohue who directed 
it for one of the most delightful 
hours on television I’ve experienc­ 
ed for some time.

WASHINGTON CALLING 
By Marquis Childs 


WASHINGTON — In the damp 
and slush and cold of a Berlin 
winter an American Secretary of 
State, John Foster Dulles, is carry­ 
ing a heavy load. He is confronting 
across the conference table Rus­ 
sia’s Vyacheslav Molotov, 
whom 
he considers one of the ablest dip­ 
lomats of this century, in a life 
and death sturggle for Western 
Europe. 
But while he is engaged in this 
crucial contest another continuing 
struggle is going on in the State 
Department. That is over whether 
the patronage hunters in the Re­ 
publican Party are to have their 
way and replace career public ser­ 
vants with political appointees cho­ 


sen from the ranks of the faithful. 
Shortly before he left for Berlin, 
Dulles had something like a show­ 
down with Chairman Leonard Hall 
of the Republican National Com­ 
mittee. Hall has repeatedly deman­ 
ded that State open up more jobs. 
In this, of course, he reflects the 
great pressure put on him from 
state and country committeemen 
and other party workers. 
Sensitive to the charge that he 
does not comprehend the political 
realities, Dulles had had his assis­ 
tants prepare a careful tabulation 
of past and present changes in 
State Department personnel. This 
showed that the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration has put new faces in a 
larger proportion of the top jobs 
than any Administration that has 
come into power since 1912.

account, the tabulation shows that 
proportionately more changes have 
been made than were made when 
the Harding Administration took 
office in 1920 or the Roosevelt Ad­ 
ministration in 1933.

For 
four years extremists have ham­ 
mered the charge of disloyalty and’ 
treason against the State Depart­ 
ment. A succession of loyalty in­ 
vestigations have publicly involved 
responsible career officers. As one 
consequence it is believed that the 
I rankness and objectivity of the 
reporting of foreign service officers 
around the world has been serious- 
y impaired. 
The Republican drive for patron­ 
age overlooks one important fact. 
That is that the economy drive of 
the Eisenhower Administration has 
greatly reduced the total number 
of jobs available. The civil service 
commission reports a payroll re­ 
duction of 192,700 during last year. 
The number of jobs in the De- 
3aliment of State has been reduced 
)y 20 percent. Staffs in some of 
the larger embassies have been 
drastically cut down. Thus the 
staff of the embassy in London 
has been reduced 46 percent. 
These 
economies 
are cutting 
deeply into services that top policy­ 
makers consider vital. Recently the 
Bureau of the Budget was about to 
lop off an additional IOO foreign 
service officers. A last-minute plea 


3U t up to Director of the Budget 
Joseph M. Dodge resulted not only 
in the rescinding of this order but 
:in re-instating the names of 200 
foreign services officers eligible for 
assignment but held up for econ­ 
omy reasons. 
The patronage hunters apparent­ 
ly take no account of what the 
economy drive has done. They 
seem to think it is possible to fire 
people and at the same time to 
find good jobs for deserving Re­ 
publicans. Dulles told Chairman 
Hall that this simply was not pos­ 
sible without doing grave damage 
to the department. 
One aspect of the dispute is not 
so much political as ideological. 
The department’s top security of­ 
ficer, W. Scott McLeod, exercises 
an authority greater than his title 
would indicate. He represents the 
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viewpoint of Senator Styles Bridges 
of New Hampshire, for whom he 
formerly worked, and other Repub­ 
licans bent on reversing the foreign 
policy of recent years. Bridges and 
those actively supporting national­ 
ist China in the past would like to 
see the emphasis switched from; 
Europe to Asia with an aggressive 
policy aimed at destroying the 
Communist regime on the China 
mainland. 


Career officers responsible for 
helping to implement official policy 
since 1945 are looked at askance 
by McLeod and his security staff. 
They were, of course, only doing 
their duty. Many things are wrong 
with the civil service system. The 
means that under the seniority rule 
a man unequipped for a job can 
replace .a trained specialist, is per­ 
nicious. But the cure is not to 
ravage the system itself.
